N war, above all other occupations known to 
= man, nothing succeeds like success. Victory 
is the clinching argument which settles all 


disputes about strategy and tactics. 


The win- 


ning gencrals take all—including the fattest 
royalties on their memoirs. ; 


Only German generals are able to escape 


the rigours of this simple law. 


They can pin 


the blame for defeat on their political chief with 
the assurance that he can never retaliate from 


the grave. 


Thus, if we aocept the word! 
of the Amalgamated Trade 
Union of Field Marshals and 
Kindred Trades. the German 
gencrals Jost the war because 
of Hitler, British generals, on 
the other hand, won the war 
despite Churchill, 


Heaven alone knows how the 
Second World War would have 
ended if both these meddling 
polfticlane had been forced to 
mind their own business, If the 
infallible German generals had 
been left to fight it out. with 
the infallible British generals, 


But wait. Consider the case 
of a defected British genera, 
sacked, in cffect, from a 
supreme post of authority at a 
supreme moment of the war. 
Imagine him to be condemned 
by his fellow generals no less 
than by the politicians. Suppose 
the record has condirmed how 
defeat changed to victory onee 
he was safely put out to pasture. 


Full retreat 


Bow can soch a man expect 
a hearing? WII not his thin 
pipe of apology be drowned 
amid the orchestra of 
triumph, while Str Arthur 
Bryant dlows Lord = Alan- 
brooke's trumpet and Lord 
Montgomery blowa his own? 


But let us see. The man 
Js Field Marshal Sir Claude 
Auchinleck, A man of courage, 
dignity, and palpable honesty. 
A mon who, for all his wounds, 
may still be able to smash the 
legend that masquerades as 
history, 


Rommel wi: racing towarda 
Sucz. That was the terribly fact 
in the last days of June 1042, 
He reckoned he sould occupy 
Son and Alexandria by June 
Tobruk, with 35,000 men, had 
surrendered a few days before, 
A British army was in full 
retreat, bashed and battermd by 
Rommei's dazzling offensive. 

Hitler exulted with Marssollni 
and reinforced the pursuit. 
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Mussolint was giving orders. 
too—for the scizure of Suez and 
the closing of the Canal. On 
June 29 he arrived on the scene 
in person, bringing with him a 
white charger for the parade 
through the etreets of Alexandria. 


But what happened then? 
iow waa it that a bare = three 
and a half months later this 
broken army rose from Its 
knees and the name of 
Alamein rang round the 
world? 


Let Field Marshal Montgomery 
take up the tale. He arrived 
in Cairo on August 12 to find 
n city still smarting from tthe 
disappointments of the strmmer. 
Auchinleck, says Monty, 
explained his plan for a fresh 
withdrawal, if Rommel should 
attack in strength. All Egypt 
might have to be abandoned, 


Next day Montgomery 
hastened {o the front.. He was 
not supposed to take up his new 
command until the 15th. But 
su great was the disarray, he 
saw all around him that he 
disobeyed orders. He assumed 
command at once, cancelling all 
previous plans for withdrawal. 


First step 


Thus the first momentous step 
was taken in the — splendid 
resurgence, Churchill and Alan- 
brooke dv not actually confirm 
the precise particulars in Mont- 
gomery's account, But their 
deeds at the time and the words 
they have written since go far to 
substantiate the general sense of 
his claim, 

“I am sure" wrote Churchill 
to the War Cabinet on August 


21, “we were heading for 
disaster under the former 
regime....Apparently jt was 
intended in face of heavy 
attacks to retire eastwards 
to the Delta. Many were 
luoking over thelr shoulders to 
make sure of their scat in the 
Jorry, and no plan of battle or 
dominating will power had 
reached the units.” 


It was the bold, if brutal, 
decision to remove Auchinleck 
and his subordinates and 
replace them with Alexander 
and Montgomery which changed 
the face of the Mediterrancan 
conflict and much clse besides, 
Here surely {fs o verdict of 
history os clear and  indisput- 
able as any ever likely to 
emerge from the fogs of war. 
And yet there ts a reply to the 
heavy indictment, 


A challenge 


First, Auchiniock wap not pro~ 
posing the abandonment of 
Egypt, as alleged by Mont- 
gomery, In eo far as any such 
idea had ever een conkem- 
plated, it was considered only 
in the much wider context of 
what might have ¢o be done if 
the German armics in _ their 
southward advance into Russia 
broke through towards Persia 
and the ofl of Abadan. 


Alanbrooke was well ace 
qualnted with that strategi- 
eal ar ent. He was of one 
mind with Auchinleck. Indeed, 
the two men discussed it a few 
duys before Auchinleck’s dis- 
missal—before Alanbrooke him- 
self knew Churchill's decision to 
change the command. 


On this issue Montgomery has 
been directly chaollepged. He 
finds an unaccustomed refuge 
{n silence, Alanbrooke has 
stayed = silent too, leaving 
Auchinleck to Oght the battle 
for hls reputation alone. 


But this is no more than a 
sul conflict of testimony, 
Anchinlecic’s cose rests on a@ 
much more considerable array 
of evidence. _. . 


Not a word 


. What realy happened be- 
tween those last days of June 
when Rommel was riding high 
ond those carly daya of Auguat 
when he was no nearer to his 
objective? This is the hinge on 


Auchinleck went out drom Catro 
and did what he doubtless 
should haye done before; he 
took direct command of the 
battle himself, 


Ho rallied a routed army 
and within a fortnight fought 
Rommel to a_ standatlil. 
Already by the beginning of 
July the road to Calro was 
blocked. Only by a halr’s- 
breadth, Jater that month, 
did Auchinleck fall to Infilot 
crushing ‘punishment on the 
enemy he had halted. 


This at least is Connell's 
story—and Rommel's, The first 
and forgotten battle of Alamein 
had prepared the’ way for the 
second and ‘world-famous feat- 
of arms. 


But things looked so different 
back in Cairo, Only in Auchin- 
leck’a analysis at the time—and 
in the messages of Rommel to 
his wife—was the change in the 
fortunes of the war properly 
appreciated. And who would 
belleve the man who scemod to 
pave the curse of defeat upon 

um 


Back in Cairo {oo he had 
many enemies. Here, unfortun- 
ately, Mr Connell, usually so 
lucid an cxpositor, becomes 
cryptic, i * 
“Neither by birth nor mp- 
bringing,” he says, “did 
Auchinieck belong to-—and he 
had never acquired connpo- 
tions with—the inner, ruling 
class circles: which still exer- 
cised a predominant Influence 
in the British Army.”

Then he adds: “The com- 
mander-in-chief\ who so dis-. 
liked the intelicttual ‘and social 
climate of Cairo that he oullt 
himself a small cottage in the
